These are 
powerful instruments for peace 
which, if the higher ideals of man- 
kind are ever to be realized, must 
be the medium through which inter- 
national disputes are to be settled.

“I have seen comments in the 
European, as well as some of the 
American press about the relations 
of the United States to these Euro- 
pean questions which I exceedingly 
regret.

Aa Basis of War Bonds 

“When we borrowed $10,000,000,000 
from our own people, and loaned it 
to foreign governments, we did so 
under specific agreements for repay- 
ment at the particular request of 
the foreign governments that such 
financial assistance should take the 
form of loans and not subsidies. The 
American people today pay taxes to 
meet the obligations which their Gov- 
ernment thus incurred.” 

Mr. Kellogg referred to the post- 
armistice loans to Europe. “It is,” 
he said, “one of the indisputable and 
outstanding facts of the period im- 
mediately following the war that the 
United States made a second inter- 
vention in Europe, which was fully 
as vital and significant as its inter- 
vention during the time of hostili- 


ies. 

“In 1919 the menace of starvation, 
political and economic disorganiza- 
tion hovered over the Continent in 
Europe. Of course it is idle to specu- 
late on what might have happened 
had events taken a different course, 
but we may as well recall that many 
at that day entertained the convic- 
tion that Europe faced a situation 
comparable only to that following 
the Thirty Years War, when one- 
third of the population perished. As 
I have stated, we were not obliged 
to make this second intervention, 
but we did do it, and huge advances 


were then made. 
Capacity to Pay Considered 

“No American Government could 
contemplate an outrjght gift of bil- 
lions of dollars. There were, how- 
ever, certain factors which gave 
elasticity to the negotiations and free 
play to our desire to show liberality 
and to impose no insuperable burden 
upon others. There was the factor of

“SEEK SHELTER 


Women and Children Cross 
to Palestine-French Rely 
on Circassian Population 


By Special Cable 


JERUSALEM, Dec. 15—Although 
combatant Druses carefully avoid 
crossing into Palestine, the Druse 
aged, with women and children are 
obliged to evacuate the villages bor- 
dering on the Palestine boundary, 
where the French operations against 
the rebels are notably succeeding, 
and seek shelter in the Palestine 
territory particularly.in the Huleh 
area. Recently thousands of Druses 
came also from Hauran, northeast of 
Palestine while the Christians, owing 
to the restoration of the Govern- 
ment and confidence on the Merj 
Ayun plain, gre returning to their 
villages in the territory which the 
French have reoccupied. 

The Druse refugees are proud of 
their fighters in the Jebel Druse and 
Damascus area and elsewhere and 
are convinced that the French will 
soon quit Syria. The Druse refugees 
glowingly describe the martial quali- 
ties of their men who are said to be 
equipped with Turkish and also 
British rifies and who are under 
former Turkish officers trained in 
French schools. 

The Druses posses a number of 
tanks and machine guns, although 
their mobile tactics do not permit 
the full use of these arms. In the 
territory adjoining Palestine, the 
French are able to rely on the great 
Circassian population, but not on the 
Motawalli who resent the French 
arming the Christians. The Mu- 
tawalli tribesmen claim that the 
Christians, now they feel safe under 
French protection, are no less cruel 
than the Druses in avenging atro- 
cities, which the latter alleged were 
committed by the French. 

Highly suspicious, the Mutawalli 
have detained the leading tribesmen 
in Beirut, fearing they would infiu- 
ence the tribe to join the rebels if 
allowed to return home. Consider- 
able wnrest exists among the Chris-

TAX CUTS BRING 
REVENUES DOWN 
Comparison Shows $212,- 


- 038,988 Decrease From 
+1924 Figures 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 14 (#)—Al- 
though numerous cite in the tax 
rates were effective at the beginning 
of the fiscal year, 1925, total internal 
revenue receipts for the period were 
only $212,038,$88 less than those for 
the fiscal year, 1924. 

_The annual report of the Internal 
Revenue Bureau, made public by 
Daniel H. Blair, commissioner, placed 
total receipts from all internal 
sources during the last year at $2,- 
584,140,268, compared with $2,796,- 
179,257 in its preceding fiscal year.

It is true that Vida pays elaborate |

So, likewise, in. the 
eighteenth century this same light 
shone through Pope's “Essay on 
Criticism,” as the brightest illumina- 
tion of English classicism. Vida’s 
torch cast its rays far and wide.

If you stand, as this indignant 
stranger stood by the statues of 
Harmodios and Aristogeiton, there 
is upon your right hand a rocky 
path that leads up-the slope of the 
Areopagos and so to the entrance 
gates of the Akropolis. To your left 
the road descends abruptly into the 
market-place, and down this the two 
now.turned. The market, or Agora, 
was .an oblong space surrounded by 
stately buildings. .Two public halls, 
one round and one square, filled the 
south side near which he stood. The 
other three sides were framed by 
rows ef pillars which supported lofty 
and spacious colonnades.

event of the month will be 
the total eclipse of the sun, 
which occurs on Jan. 14. The 
moon’s shadow strikes the earth’s 
surface at daybreak somewhere in 
central Africa. Three hours later the 
shadow leaves the earth at a point 
out on the Pacific Ocean, as the set- 
ting sun dips below the western 
horizon. Although the shadow path 
will sweep for the most part over 
watery wastes, its track crosses por- 
tions of Sumatra, Borneo, and the 
Philippines. The maximum duration 
of totality is a little over four min- 
utes out on the Indian Ocean. In 
Sumatra it is about three minutes; 
the Philippines barely two minutes, | 
Several expeditions have already 
been sent to make important as- 
tronomical observations obtainable | 
only under eclipse conditions. The 
favored locations are in Sumatra, 
just as it was at the eclipse of 1901. 
It is true that the Amirante Islands | 
in the Indian Ocean lie in the path | 
of totality, but all the observers will 
go to Sumatra, except an Italian 
party which has chosen a station in 
Somaliland, Africa. In Sumatra, 
American, English, Australian, Dutch 
and German expeditions will be 
placed. Of the American eclipse 
parties, one is from the United States 
Naval Observatory; the second is 
from the Sproul Observatory of 
Swarthmore College. These two will 
include staff members from the 
Mt. Wilson and the Allegheny Obser- 
vatories. The third party is from 
Harvard University. 
Harvard's Part 


The chief aim of the Harvard expe- 
dition will be to measure the radia- 
tion of the corona. Under the leader- 
ship of Prof. Harlan T. Stetson, and | 
with the collaboration of Dr. W. W.| 
Coblentz of the United States Bureau | 
of Standards, measures will be made | 
to determine the heat of the corona. 
Dr. Stetson and Dr. Coblentz made | 
similar experiments at the eclipse in| 
New England of last January. » They | 
will repeat these experiments with | 
more powerful and delicate apparatus | 
under better conditions. They now} 
have a 20-inch reflecting telescope 
loaned by the Harvard Observatory, 
which will give 10 times the concen- 
tration of light. The vacuum thermo- 
pile, which catches the gathered rays, 
is three times as sensitive to the 
heating effect. It is desirable to meas- 
ure the coronal light also after it has 
passed through a cell of water. At 
the last eclipse, the intense cold 
weather would have frozen water and | 
so a glycerine cell was employed. No| 
difieulty from cold need be appre- 
hended tn Sumatra. Comparisons 
made with and without the water cell 
will show the character of the coro- 
nal radiation. At the last eclipse the;

DOUBLES IN VIENNA 


Street Car System Cost $9009 
——Now Worth Millions

VIENNA, Nov. 26 (Special Corre 
spondence)—The consumpt#@on 92 
electricity by this city has double 
since 1913, but the cost to its citi 
zens is “half today what it was be- 
fore the war. This statement ‘s 
made on the authority of the Mu 
nicipal Elettric Works. 

The city of Vienna, it should be 


noted, is controlled by the Social- 
ists and is actually extremely 
wealthy. The city loans, for ex- 
ample, of 1902 and 1908, have been 
paid. off in crowns at their depre 
ciated values. It has been estimated, 
carefully, that the city’s electric 
works, street car lines and various 
other undertakings have. cost exact- 
ly $9000,. whereas their true goid 
value runs into the millions. A man 
who bought 3500 crowns of either 
of these stdcks had to- put up what 
was the gold equivalent of $700; 
today he has received exactly 3500 
crowns, but “ee are now worth 5 
cents,

William Pitt in 1800 has 
often been abused as an 
act of oppression and folly. It was, in point of 
fact, an act of statesmanship ahead of its time. 
Pitt believed that the only way of settling the 
age-old feud between two islands so close to- 
gether that their political destinies could not be 
separated, was to follow the system which had 
been so successful in Scotland and Wales, and 
to unite the two countries under a single’ par- 
liament which should represent both peoples 
in proportion to their numbers. 

But religious prejudice and nationality were 
too strong for him. Pitt found himself unable 
to give effect to his promise to enfranchise the 
Roman Catholics, owing to the opposition of 
King George III and others. Roman Catholic 
emancipation was not carried into effect until 
1829, a delay which left many smoldering 
grievances behind it. And the feeling of nation- 
ality in Ireland, reinforced as it was by re- 
ligious differences, did not yield as it had done 
in Scotland and Wales to the desire for co- 
operation and unity. Instead it led, at first 
under O’Connell and later under Isaac Butt and 
Parnell, to the demand for Home Rule. So 
obvious was the failure of the policy of union 
by 1880 that Mr. Gladstone became convinced 
that the only solution was to give to Ireland the 
same kind of powers as are possessed by the 
states in the American Union. 

But nationality and religion stepped in again 
to defeat his plans. This time it was the Prot- 
estant North, the million or so mostly Presby- 
terian Scots living in Ulster, who imposed the 
veto. ‘They said that so long as they could fight 
they would resist being brought under the con- 
trol of the Roman Catholic and Irish South in 


ality and religion in the. 
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by which reason and law are replacing armed 
conflict in the adjustment of international af- 
fairs. This educational spectacle necessarily will 
have a profound effect on the mental attitude of 
Americans. A more active influence in this direc- 
tion will come from the debate on the World 
Court that is to begin in the Senate on Dec. 17. 
Argument there will be copious. There will be 
considerable stubborn opposition to American 
participation in the Court. But many clouds of 
varying density that have obscured the vision of 
the people of the country have vanished. 

The light of fact and reason will shine more 


clearly than in past debates on. such questions, - 


and the “moral public opinion” of America 
should be led far toward the point where it will 
effectually place war beside dueling in the curio 
cases of its thought among the outworn and 
ridiculous, relics of the-past. 


An encouraging aspect of the matter of law

If the masses of the people in all nations 
should grasp that idea in its entirety and in all 
its implications tomorrow, the days of war would 
be numbered and the number would be small. 
The difficulty in the way of accomplishing this 
is the same now as it was when sensible men 
began to argue against dueling and to point out 
its futility and ludicrousness—the proneness of 
men to cling to habits and institutions that have 
been popular or fashionable for generations 
and are suffused with the glamour of romance. 

Dueling, beginning when mer could think of 
no way to settle disputes except with fists and 
clubs, developed with the invention of weapons 
and with trappings of fashion and “honor” to 
the high point of popularity that it reached not 
a great many years ago. 
men to discover gradually that individual physi- 
cal combat settled nothing, that strength or skill 
with bludgeon, sword or pistol had no relation 
éWhatever to a question of right or honor. When 
enough people finally saw this point, the ridic- 
ulousness of the duel and all its elaborate rules 
and customs became apparent and the custom 
was laughed out of existence in most civilized 
and enlightened countries. 

Men slowly realized the folly of dueling with 
the gradual development of law and the growth 
of courts, in which differences could be settled 
on real foundations‘of rights and honor. The 
ludicrousness of the duel probably never would 
have been seen, if the use of courts had not be- 
come habitual and respect for their decisions 
had not taken possession of the minds of civilized 
men. For nations to see adequately the sense- 
lessness of war they must go through a similar 
process. The great hope and promise of the fu- 
ture of civilization lies in the fact that this proc- 
ess is going on with ever accelerating speed, and 
that the printing press, telegraph and radio are 
certain to bring results in this direction far more 
swiftly than was possible in the ages during 
which dueling grew and finally was overcome.

pathy with and appreciation of any art, he argued, could 
only be acquired if taught. “Believe me,” he wrote, “you 


| cannot have sympathy from an untaught person on the

| pect you to sympathize with me about a bit of Titian.” 


In this Hallé rightly felt that Ruskin was mistaken, 
since his theory ignored the existence of natural as dis- 


| tinguished from acq@ired good taste. Almost devoid, him- 


self, of the former, where music was concerned, he pre- 


| ferred Thalberg to Beethoven, whereas the pianist had 
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admirable taste in other arts besides his own, and could - 
perfectly have sympathized about “a bit of Titian.” 

Ruskin asked me one day to bring my violin to Brant- 
wood and play to him. Of course I joyfully agreed, but 
although at that time I had never heard him express any 
musical views, I somehow guessed that he had little nat- 
ural taste, and wondered what music to take. 

“What are you going to play to- me, my child?” he 

asked when I arrived. (I was seventeen). “Bach and 
Beethoven, chiefly,” I answered. “But I don’t like Bach 
and I don’t understand Beethoven.” Up to that moment 
I had been feeling neryous, but for some reason this 
reply, instead of disconcerting me, had the opposite 
effect. - 
“I can’t help that,” I said cheerfully, “I am going 
to play some.” And with the hardihood and hard- 
heartedness of youth (of course it had not occurred to 
me that I was too young to render such great masters 
adequately) I straightway inflicted on him a stiff dose 
of Bach, to Which he listened with charming patience. 
When I had finished, “I loved the slow movements,” said 
he, in his measured tones, “they are like beautiful 
prayers, but as to his quick ones, I have always felt that 
there is a fatal fluency about Bach.” 

More than one true Bach-lover, while laughing at the 
characteristic daring of the remark, had admitted the 
justice of the criticism. One fact it certainly demon- 
strated, and that is that genius can never be trusted, 
for not only will it hit the mark when you are least 
expecting it, but even when, judging by ordinary stand- 
ards, it has no right to be able to hit it at all.

Rarely is the Académie Francaise complete. Nominally 
it should number forty members, but usually there are 
two or three vacant chairs. The recent elections have, 
however, brought up the number to forty again. Louis 
Bertrand is the best known of the three men who have 
just entered the ranks of the “immortals.” He has pro- 
duced prolifically. His youth was spent in the teaching 
profession in Alge:::. His first novels, “Cina,” and “Sang 
des Races,” were successful but of later years he has 
devoted himself to the study of history. In particular 
he has celebrated the reign of Louis XIV. M. Bertrand 
fittingly occupies the chair of Maurice Barrés. M. Paul 
Valery, the poet who succeeds to the seat of Anatole 
France, has an international reputation but it is perhaps 
more restricted because his writings are rather difficult. 


He has in fact published very few books—three or four, 


essays and a volume of poetry. 

He came to Paris as a disci.le of Stephane Mallarmé. 
He has never sought popularity, but the élite have wel- 
comed him as one of the most charming though some- 
times “unintelligible” authors of modern France. As for 
the Duc de la Force, he was elected to the 
fauteuil of Hassonville not mainly because he is a man 
of letters but because he is a representative of fhe old 
nobility to which the academy has always been. faithful. 
His historical studies though little read are excellent 
but they would hardly have been sufficient to secure for

And here was Youth, boastful, undaunted, care- 
free American youth, asking for ice water. 

You ask me why I am for prohibition. 

That is the answer. Those youngsters at Alfredo’s 
taught me the effectiveness of prohibition. | am con- 
vinced of it.

You may not be able to break the old boys. They are 
going to have their toddy as long as there is any possi- 
ble way of getting it. And for many years to come they'll 
find a way, no doubt. But what of young America? 

You can’t get around the fact that the youth of 
America is growing up without the knowledge of liquor 
that his dad and granddad had.
